HAMILTON, Ont., (CP) — The 
Canadian palate is demanding an 
unprecedented quota of tomato

Records show that as recently as 
1930 only 7,000 cases of tomato 
juice were packed in the dominion 
By 1939 the yearly average had 
grown to 1,300,000 cases. The 1946 


pack according to Canadian ma- 
nufacturers estimates hit a record 
of more than 4,000,000 cases. With 


increased acreage planned for 1947 

and with the biessing of good 
weather and adequate supplies of 
labor and materials) the yield and 
total canning pack may reach nev 
heights.

Although the canning of whole 
tomatoes has shown a decline in 
volume in recent years (an estimated 
1,750,000 cases in 1946 compared to 
3,500,000 in 1937) the combined packs 
of whole tomatoes and juice in Can- 
ada last year were enough to pro- 
vide 12 tins for every man woman 
and child in the country,
